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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 36-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 36, line 4, "the transparent substrate" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitied to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 36, 38 and 43-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's Prior Art (APA hereinafter, see at least Figures 3-4D). 

APA discloses a conventional transflective LCD device comprising: a transparent 
substrate 21; at least one gate line 25 and at least one gate electrode 32 (materials such as Al, 
AlNd) formed on the transparent substrate; a gate insulating layer 43 formed over the at least 
gate line and the at least gate electrode; a silicon layer formed on the gate insulating layer, the 
silicon layer positioned above the at least one gate electrode; a source electrode 33 and a drain 
electrode 35 formed on the silicon layer and spaced apart from each other with the silicon layer 
overlapped therebetween; at least one data line 27; a first passivation layer 5 1 covering the at 
least one data line; a transparent electrode 19a formed on the first passivation layer; a reflective 
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electrode 19b formed on the transparent electrode; a second passivation layer 69 formed between 
the transparent electrode and the reflective electrode. 

Claim Rejections '35 use §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvioxis at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 37, 39-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over APA as 
applied to claims 36, 38, 43-44 above, and further in viev^ of Chung et al (US 2002/0109797). 

The limitations not disclosed by APA are the reflective electrode having a double-layered 
structure. 

Chung discloses lower MoW and the upper AJNd layers forming double layered 
reflection plates, i.e., double layered pixel electrodes, wherein such multi-layered structure 
yields advantages such as strong resistant against oxidation and maintaining high 
reflectance and conductivity. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to employ a multi-layered structure for the reflective electrode (comprising at least Mo, 
Al, AlNd) for achieving advantages such as strong resistant against oxidation and maintaining 
high reflectance and conductivity.
